(Text) With the systematic policy of aggression that the current invasion 
has been demonstrating--to even the most inecredulous--in ite true dimension, 
the racists of South Africa have not been attacking only military objectives 
that--in their view--could reinfi ree support by the People's Republic of 
Angola for the herote people of Yamibia, in the form of militant aid to the 
SWAPO, its revolutionary vanguari, Over and above the destruction, the 
looting, the killing, the South African policy has been characterized by a 
iyetematic attack on structures of our country, trying in this way to de- 
stabilize our economic Life and impede the glorious process of national re- 
construction now underway. 


We all know the importance of Kunene province in the nation's economic life. 
A leading cattle-producing province, with a herd of over 1 million head, a 
strong state marketing network has been set up there in order to establish 
firm ties between the countryside and the city, buying cattle for slaughter 
from farmers and deliver‘ng essential consumer goods to them. The prospect 
of processing 60,000 head of cattle a year in this province, equivalent to 
10,000 tone of dressed meat, was considered a realistic possibility. In 
their systematically destructive way, the racists have been attacking pur- 
chasing stations and means of cattle transport, trying to prevent shipment 
of animale already marketed, thus forcing the People's Republic of Angola 
[RPA}) to make an enormous financial effort to assure, through imports, the 
supply of a product essential to the people. Were it not for this desta- 
bilizing situation, the RPA would have to resort to imports on @ auch 
emaller scale and would achieve self-sufficiency in a quch shorter time. 

At the time that the illegal occupants of Namibia invaded our territory in 
a series of aerial incursions, there were over 2,000 head of cattle at the 
main shipping point, ready to go to Lubango and Luanda; they could not be 
shipped, raising by tens of millions of kwanzas the material damage they 
have caused us in the livestock sector alone--and for which they will have 
to account to our people, as the UN Security Council decided recentiy. But 
there are other effects of the aggression against the people's supply of 
meat. Beyond the panic and insecurity they have caused among farmers in 
the Canama region, considered a leading feedlot area, the enemy has tried-- 




















aithough wi Nout sucecesneto attack the city of Tehangongo, The major ta- 
cilities of the national enterprise tor buying, slaughtering and distribut- 
ing meat to the country's southern region are located here, After the 
numerous studies that the importance of the investment called for, an

daily capacity of 120 head, which would greatly improve the nation's meat 


supply.

Chivemba, tesu.te have been either destroyed or irreparably damaged in a 


itudy center for agricultural research, It has been pureving a series of 
experiments, mainly in rice production, Kalueque is also under constant 
Attack, even endangering the significant h,droelectric and hydroagricultural 
infrastructure existing there, The Kalueque Dam is the inalienable property 
f the Angolan people who, aware of their militarct obligations to the occu- 
pied people of Namibia, are perfectly willing to permit ite use for the 
economic recovery of an independent Namibia, led by the SWAPO, The waters 
of the Kunene wi!l be used, not only to improve the quality of life of the 
Angolan people, but, on the opposite side of the river, to be transformed 
into toodstuffs for the Namibian people, 


Another concern of the South African racists is to prevent the People's Re- 
public of Angola from effectively carrying out the so-called Kunene Plan, 
conceived originally by the satanic alliance of the South African racists 
and the Portuguese fascists as @ way of creating a buffer zone through es- 
tablishing hundreds of thousands of colonists, which, they thought, would 
guarantee for South Africa forever the inhumane policy of apartheid and 
permit them to illegally occupy Namibia indefinitely. To facilitate that, 
outh Africa supported Portugal not only with technical means but mainly 
with powerful financial resources, This plan, which in its concept is in- 
evitably doomed, can, however, be radically changed and utilized not only 
for the direct benefit of our people but also for the Namibian people. The 
entire project, which will be described tn some detail on another occasion, 
consists of a series of dams to be installed along the Kunene River from the 
Gove dam, a ‘ittle to the south of Cuilma in Huambo province, to the Kalueque 
dam at the Ruacana Palle, These dams are intended for hydroelectric and 
und hydroagricultural use, making it possible to irrigate tens of thousands 
of hectares and guarantee not only national self-sufficiency in foodstuffs 
but also an exportable surplus of products such as rice, corn, cotton, to- 
bacco and so forth. Angolan technicians have analyzed the series of proj- 
ecis prepared at that time and the RPA has met with specialized companies

tional community and, specifically, to the UN Security Council, resolved to 
implement in Namibia Resolution 435, which provides for creating a demili- 
tarized zone on the borders of Namibia with Angola and Zambia, as a first 
step Coward organizing free elections under the direct control of the 
United Nations, 


And that is the reason for the resounding slap in the face the racist 
Pretoria government just gave the internationa! community, provoking the 
Security Council and the UN secretary general himself with the grotesque 
farce it staged Wednesday in Windhoek.

HIGH RATE OF ABSENTEELSM REPORTED FOR MAY

|Exeerpt]) Contrary to expectations, some situations were observed during 
M that contributed in laree part to the decline of som product ion levels 
in the nation's economy and o widespread increase in absenteciom of about 
0,21 percent over April and 0.51 percent over March, with the largest in- 
crease recorded in Luanda, 6.68 percent, caused espectally by iliness and 
probleme with food supply and workers’ transportation, 


These data were announced during a meeting held yesterday morning in the 
UNTA [National Unton of Angolan Workers) headquarters between the director 
of the National Department of Soctalist Emulation, Comrade Mario Tendinha, 
and represeatatives of the mass media to report on socialist emulation for 
the month ot May. 


BRecides the matter mentioned above, Mario Tendinha, in 4 brief introduction, 
stressed thet there ie stili difficulty in obtaining the necessary informa- 
tion to classify and grade companies and workers on the basis of what is 
established in union bylaws and declarations of commitment signed by business 
managers in association with union and party officials. A large number of 
companies make no reports, thus evading thetr public, democratic and revo- 
lutionary duty. Cenerally, he continued, the companies not reporting are 
those that have failed to fulfill production plane anc that have the most 
disorganized production processes, The number of companies (hat failed to 
make any report during May represented about 36 percent of the 362 controlled 
companies, 60 of which are in the Senguela administrative area, For that 
reason, until the situation changes, Benguela has now become considered as 
“the rearguard province.” In this context, it was possible to ascertain 

only 73 outstanding companies, a figure that could change if the local 
representatives of the National Department of Socialist Emulation would 

make more of an effort to collect more precise and verified data,

laree rural aceas, Le undoubtedly self-construction, which would make it 
possible co accomplish vast programs to benefit the people through this 


basic right, 


self-construction in Angola ts a directive recommended by government author- 
ities and is intended to increase the creative initiative of the masses in 
directly solving their housing problems, The idea is to give each citizen 
the opportunity to build hie own house, providing him with the basic mate- 
riais 


A recommended experiment for that purpose (building on simple and efficient 
bases) has Leen made by a Brazilian adviser who is working in Angola, 
Fabricio Pedroza, architect for the Ministry of Construction and Housing. 


His basic concern, throughout his work in Angola in the National Directorate 
of Urbanization and Construction, was directed toward solving with materials 
of local origin (brick and cement only) one of the factors that is usually 
the most difficult in building low-cost housing: the roof, 


As a result, he eventually arrived at an extremely simple and effective so- 
lution that can be adopted by our country for massive self-construction not 
only of homes but also of other urgently needed small buildings, such as 
echools,. 


Although he has not discovered anything spectacular in the civil construc- 

tion field, Fabricio Pedroga had the distinction of finding a desirable way 
to cover small buildings without resorting to traditional materials, which 

are zinc, fibrous cement, roofing tile or grass, 


They are materials with certain disadvantages and which sooner or later af- 
fect the comfort or price of the work, because beyond altering the atmos- 
pheric conditions of the home, they must be replaced regularly and become 
expensive.

[Text] Windhoek «= The suspension of SWAPO's Deputy Leader Mishake Muyongo 
and the subsequent breaking away of his Caprivian comrades probably will not 
wake any ble difference in SWAPO's international status or in its internal 
jupport, according to the views of political observers. 


ixperts with whom DIF BURGER spoke votced the opinion that the greatest in- 
tiuence which this can have will be to heighten SWAPO's picture of Wambo 
Jumination and also to weaken its following in the Caprivi. 


in SWAPO circles the split with Muyongo is being compared with the breaking 
away of Andrea Shipanga from SWAPO a few years ago. in the long run this 
did not cost SWAPO very much in terms of support and status. 


However, observers believe that SWAPO has leadership problems and serious 
ethnic and ideological differences. The organization's last congress took 
place ta Tanga, Tanzania, in January 1970. Despite a great deal of dissat- 
isfaction about this and the frustrations of quite a large number of ambitious 
people, who believe that they will be getting positions of leadership if a new 
crop of leaders is elected, there is now no talk of holding a congress in the 
foreseeable future. 


According to the observers, ideologically SWAPO is being dominated by Marxist 
“hawks.” This is especially true with respect to Secretary of Defense Peter
